Regardless of the view one may hold in the Transamerica 
case, one cannot but admit that we have an incongruous 
situation when an agency such as the Federal Reserve Board 
acts as prosecutor, judge and jury all at the same time in 
dealing with the case. 

How can the corporation get a completely fair hearing 
when the men who will pass on the charges are the men 
who made the charges? On the face of it, it appears that the 
defendants have two strikes against them even before they 
start. It’s that sort of thing we abhor in totalitarian systems, 
but we find we aren't free from it ourselves. 

Fortunately, however, there are the regular courts of law 
to which the corporation can appeal in case of an adverse 
decision by the Federal Reserve Board. There it will at least 
be able to present its case without, in effect, having the judge 
come off the bench and argue on the opposing side, 

Hearings in the case are to resume this week on the 
27th. Judging by the outspoken criticism from many sources 
against the board’s monopoly charges it is quite clear that 
Transamerica has strong support in the West, especially from 
millions of small bank depositors and borrowers.

As the plants 
come from the field they will be 
carefully inspected by eompetent 
workmen and placed into one of 
three groups; the very top quali- 
ty, the very best roses from the 
fields, will be classified as No. 1 
grade and then additional grades 
classified as 114% and 2’s. The 
heaviest and best, the No. 1 grade, 
will be made available through the 
better nurseries in the state end 
the lighter grades will find their 
way into other channels where 
they will be offered at compara- 
tive prices. In buying your ros 
however, keep this in mind, 
that only by buying No. 1 grade 
will you get the best roses grown 
by the nurseries.

will give them the right start and 
keep them free of insects and dis- 
ease.

Woland Nurseryman Describes Best 
Methods in Planting of Roses 


about 25 per cent peat moss will } 
improve the water-holding quality, | 


wheras if it is a heavy type soil, 
add about 10 per cent peat moss to 
make it looser and more friable. 
When you are ready to plant you 
roses, dig a hole at least 18 inch- 
es deep. Well rotted manure plac- 
ed at the bottom of the hole will 
provide good fertilizer, but thi 
must be covered with at least € 
inches of good dirt so that the 
roots of the plant will not com: 
in direct contact with the fertiliz 
er. It is important at all time: 
to see that no fertilizer comes i 
contact with the roots as it woul: 
burn them. 
Well Covered 

Be sure that the roses are kept 
covered until you are ready t 
plant them so that the roots d« 
not dry out. After you have dug 
the hole, place a small mound o 
earth in the center on which th¢ 
rose will be set. This is to pre 
vent any air pockets from form 
ing under the roots. Before set 
ting the plant in the hole, tr: 
off any broken or damaged roots 
Set the plant on the mound o 
earth, then work loose soil aroun 
the plant, secing that it is firm 
so as to avoid any open spots or 
pockets. The roses should _ bs 
planted just deep enough so that 
the union of the bud with th 
roots is just above the ground lev 
el. 

Fil the hole about two-third 
with dirt then fill it witu wate: 
This will pack the soil well arounc 
the roots. After the water has 
drained away, put in the rest of 
the soil, pack well, an@ soak thor 
oughly again.
